Un- 
der this assumed identity, the Mufti boarded 
American Douglas DC4 plane belonging to the 
Trans-Continental and Western Airline at the 

Orly airport on the morning of May 29.

29 and arrixed at Cairo the same 
night. :

mon twelve inch pots are good for ; 


all round purposes and ordinary 
condensed milk or soap boxes with 
half inch slits underneath are also 
excellont. Moke four short legs 
or place small stones under your 
box to permit air circulation. Lor 
growing veretables no pot or box 
should be shallower than four in- 
ches or deeper than ten inches. 
Any garden egrth or potting 
soil will serve your purpose put 
inexperienced gardene¢s are ad- 
vired acainst using clay or red- 


hillside carth, Decayed leaves or 


snw dust mixed with carta and 
limie will help. You will be ad- 
vised how to feed your growing 
vegetables regularly.

The Agency's report of this 
Government movement is the 
first admission made by Gener- 
alissimo Chiang: Kai-shek’s fae- 
tion that the truce is being ab- 
rogated. Government sources 
hod earlier charged that Com- 
munists hnd engaged in truco 
violating military activities, but 
said that Nationalist troops had 
been ordered ta hold their posl- 
tions. 

Chinese press despatches said, 
without other confirmation, that 
\martial law has been proclaim- 
ed in ‘fsingtaa’ While deep 
concern is shown over the 
Tsingtao situation, General 
George Mavshall’s Hqs, said it 
| has failed to halt negotiations 
for a‘ permanent settlement of 
China’s civil war. A spokesman 
at Nanking said that General 
Marshall, while “continuing with 
regular affairs,” ia no doubt 
slightly perturbed abcut the 
‘situation, © 

Although the official Chinese 
Army spokesman, General Kuo, 
declared that the Tsingtao situ- 
j ation is “critical,” with ita fate 
dependent upon action by ‘the 
United States third Marine Bri- 
xade stationed there, competent 
foreign sources tended to mini- 
mize the danger to the city, 

These same sources said the 
clashes in the vicinity of Tsing-- 
tao did‘ not necessarily portend 
a Communist attack on the city 
itself. - .
